“THE OVERRIDING charac- 
teristic of the Soviet system,” 
Eshelman said, “is its fervent 
dedication to world Communism 
and its strong belief that Com- 
munism will inevitably dominate 
the world. 

“The Soviet emphasis on edu- 
cation is based partly on the 
Marxist principle that all cul- 
tures reflect their ecOnomic en- 
vironment and on Lenin’s prac- 
tical opinion that you cannot 
build a Communist state with an 
illiterate people.’’ 

Eshelman said that federal aid 
was necessary to bring 
American educational system to 
its proper status. 

The inadequate fiscal capacity

To concentrate on per capita 
income figures, they said, is like 
registering the birth of a calf or

The Conlon study recommends itself for its 
reasonable and gradual approach to a perma- 
nent solution. In the first stage the United 
States would seek to test the position of Com- 
munist China and its interest in improving 
relations with this country. The views of 
America’s allies also would be explored. In 
this stage the United States would meke an 
offer for the mutual exchange of journalists, 
to be followed by proposals for exchanging 
students and businessmen. Then would come 
the dispatch of a prominent person or ¢om- 
mittee, not officially part of the Government, 
to conduct informal discussions with Commu- 
nist leaders. 

If all the components of the first stage 
were successful, the second stage would begin 
with abandonment of trade restrictions to the 
point of putting commerce with Red China on 
the same basis as that with the Soviet Union. 
Then wovld follow discussions with our allies 
and neutrals on a four-voint program to in- 
clude: admission of Red China to the U.N., 
recopnition of Formosa as an indenendent 
country, seating of Formosa in the U.N. Gen- 
eral Assembly, and the enlargement of the 
permanent membershin of the U.N. Security 
Council (Nationalist China, Russia, Britain, 
France and the United States) to include 
India and Japan; Communist China would re- 
place Nationalist China on the council. 


While this program was under discussion 
there would be separate talks with Chiang on 
an agreement that would: underwrite the de- 
fense of Formosa, insure withdrawal of Na- 
tionalist troops from the offshore islands, and 
help resettle msinland refugees who wanted 
to leave. Then, “if feasible, the United States 
would negotiate a treaty of commerce with 
Communist China and, if successful, this 
would be followed by de facto recognition.” — 

This is a variation of the “two-China” plan 
that is anathema-to Chiang. The Communists, 
who regard Formosa as their property, will 
not like the proposal any better. But it is still 
the most practical plan that has been offered. 


The report assails the argument that Red 
China should. continue to be quarantined on 
moral grounds. It richtly holds that mean- 
ineful foreign policy cannot be conducted on 
the basis of moral judgments, and that it may 
be well to bring a government we consider 
immoral into the framework of an organiza- 
tion where more varied pressures can be ex- 
erted on it. This would havven if China was 
in the U.N.,. and it is a condition our govern- 
ment should seriously consider. 


In the Same Ouest 

President Eisenhower's Dec. 6 visit to Pope 
John XXIII will be the first time in more 
than 40 years that an American President in 
office has been received in the Vatican.

Perhaps there is nothing wrong with the

But 
regardless of this, the lesson is that the 
longer the steel dispute remains unsettled 
the more involved it will become. How much 
simpler if it had been decided in the first 
place by normal collective bargaining! 


The Yeast of Freedom 


The celebration of the seventy-fifth birth- 
day of Norman Thomas is a reminder that 
there are not many like him around any 
more. And in that the nation has no cause 
for congratulation. This man ran for alder- 
man, state senator, governor and six times 
for President and nevér won. The 900,000 
votes he got as the Socialjst presidential can- 
didate in 1982 were the most he ever got. Yet 
Norman Thomas is as far from being a fail- 
ure as a man can be. 


Almost always a dissenter, a pleader for 
minority causes, he saw. many of his ideas 


adopted by those who opposed 


him. Because 


of him and others like him, laboring men 
have greater freedom to organize and bar- 
gain. Sharecroppers get better treatment.

Builders Urge 
Mortgage 
Finance Plan 


By EDWARD COWAN 

WASHINGTON (UPI)—The na- 
tion’s home builders are prepar- 
ing to drum up public interest 
in a mortgage financing plan 
they claim will make it easier 
for home buyers to get mortgage 
loans when money is tight. 

Although approval by Congress 
is not considered likely next 
year, a key lawmaker has indi- 
cated the House subcommitte 
on housing is interested in the 
home builders’ proposal for a 
central mortgage bank. 

Subcommittee Chairman Rep- 
resentative Albert Rains (Dem.), 
Alabama, said in a recent speech 
that the group plans hearings in 
which ‘“‘we will entertain all 
ideas and suggestions. We will 
search for ways of tapping the 


vast resources of pension funds. 
We will examine carefully the 


builders’ proposal for a central | 


mortgage bank.” 


Carrying the central mortgage 
bank ball is the national associa- 
tion of home builders, which has 
offered the proposal 
great fanfare for several years. 


Not Optimistic. 


Association officials are not 
optimistic that Congress will go 
along next year. 


“This is a major innovation 
that can come about only after 
a foundation is laid and the thing 
is built up,” one official said. 
“You may mot see this thing 
next year, but as the housing 
needs of the 1960s become more 
immediate and compelling it will 
come about.” 


According to the home builders 
association, the main purpose of 
the bank would be to supply 
home loan money when interest 
rates are high and credit is 
scarce. They say this would'sta+ 
bilize new construction and pro- 
vide thousands of extra new 
dwelling units. 


The builders argue that in re- 
cent years the Federal Reserve's 
anti-inflation tight money policy 
has hit home construction much 
harder than many other indus- 
tries. They maintain that sharp 
swings in availability of mort- 
gage money are the reason for 
sudden changes in the market 
for new houses. For example, 
non-farm housing starts fell from 
1,328,900 dwelling units in 1955 
to 1,118,100 units in 1956. 


A further drop lowered the 
total to 1,041,900 units in 1957. 
Then in 1958 the generous eas- 
ing of credit and lowering of in- 
terest rates aimed at reversing 
the resession boosted starts to 
1,209,400 units. The 1959 total is 
expected to exceed 1,300,000 units 
but a drop is forecast for 1960. 


Whipsaws Industry. 

This substantial variation in 
the market for the new houses 
the building industry and makes 
it impossible for builders to plan 
ahead, the association says. It 
explains that smaller builders 
may not be able to handle all the 
business they could get. 


From the public’s viewpoint, 
sharp fluctuations in housing 
starts may prevent construction 
of enough houses to shelter ade- 
quately the growing number of 
families, the association reports.

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TORONTO (AP)—The most 
intportant new factor in North 
American real estate is the re 
entry of European investment, 
John C. Tyson, New York realtar 


and president of the American 


Chapter of the International Real 
Estate Federation, reported. The 
statement was made at a news 
conference at the recent annual 
convention of the National Asso- 
ciation of Real Estate Boards. 


“Europeans by nature are 
keen on property as an invest- 
ment,’’ Tyson said. ‘Now, for 
the first time since the war, 
they are again in a position to 
buy property on this side of the 
Atlantic. They will buy land on 
the outside of metropolitan areas 
and hang onto it. 


“This year for the first time 
in 20 years some 25 million dol- 
lars of British money moved into 
New York.” 


On the Canadian scene, Tyson 
said: 

“I’m tremendously bullish 
about it. Recently I spent two 
months in Europe and talked 
with 10 leading Swiss bankers, 
They all said: 

“*We are interested in any 
real estate investment in Canada 
—but not in the United States. 
Canada is where you were 50 
years ago. We iike, too, the 
ease with which we can buy and 
sell in Canada. In the United 
States you create difficulties 
which are more trouble than 
they are worth.’” 

Tyson was one of a panel of 
five men who spoke at the news 
conference. 

Other speakers at the session 
apparently look to population 
growth to sustain the real estate 
market, 

James M. Udall of Los Angeles, 
association president, said in an 
address: 

“For every two new homes 
that you have seen springing up 
on the edges of your community 
since 1950, you may expect to 
see three more before the end 
of the 1960s.”

despite hard money. Sales are

CAPTAIN KANGAROO is the 
soft-spoken old gentleman with 
droopy white mustache and bulg- 
ing jacket who entertains young- 
sters all over the country in a 
wonderful little world he has 
created on television. Six days 
a week for four years he has 
been teaching the small fry to 
be kind to mother, brush their 
teeth, save their money, respect 
the law, and go to sleep without 
squawking at “bedtime. He’s had 
remarkable success. 

Recently Captain Kangaroo 
has been branching out, travel- 
ing around the country on per- 
sonal musical missions. He be- 
lieves that it is possible for 
youngsters, even 3-year-olds, to 
appreciate good music. To prove 
his point he’s been appearing 
with symphony orchestras 
throughout the country on week- 
ends, conducting special chil- 


_ dren’s concerts... Every one of 


the concerts has proved an 

Twice next Sunday afternoon 
in Kiel Auditorium in St. Louis, 
Captain Kangaroo will appear 
with the St. Louis Symphony 
Orchestra in a “Fun With Mu- 
sic’’ program. Children in the 
audience will have a chance to 
meow with the violins in Leroy 
Anderson’s ‘“‘Waltzing Cat,”’ wind 
up the toys in Jessel’s ‘“‘Parade 
of the Wooden Soldiers,” imi- 
tate the cuckoo in Haydn’s ““Toy 
Symphony,” participate with 
sound effects in Tschaikowsky’s 
“Nutcracker Suite” and buzz to 
their hearts’ content in Rimsky- 
Korsakov's ‘‘Flight of the Bum- 
ble Bee.”’ 


When he takes off his mus- 
tache, Captain Kangaroo is a 
serious-minded, likable young 
man named Robert Keeshan. He 
believes that the earlier a child 
is acquainted with good music 
the better. 

“If you wait until a child is, 
say, 8 years old, it may b.2 too 
late,” he said earnestly in his 
busy Madison avenue office. 
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“They may have been thorough- 
ly indoctrinated by then by rock 


’n’ roll. Then you find it diffi- « 


cult to begin to teach them an 
appreciation of really good mu- 
sic. The thing is to expose them 
and acquaint them with good 
music at a very young, very 
impressionable age. If they 
realize at this age that’ good 
music can be beautiful and 
great fun, they will go out of 
their way to listen to it. What 
I’m trying to do is to show them 
that music can be fun.” 

Bob’s technique for uncover- 
ing the fun in serious concert 
music for children is a very sim- 
ple one and it works wonders. 
He tells: the children stories 
about each of the concert pieces 
and then has them participate 
directly in the concert by clap- 
ping or humming or making var- 
ious motions as the music is 
played by the orchestra. 

He teaches the kids how the 
orchestra works by introducing 
each of the instruments and 
having each instrument play a 
phrase from a popular or nurs- 
ery tune. 

He has had unusual success 
with his children’s concerts. In 
Rochester, N.Y., not long ago, 
concert officials, having sold 
out the regular concerts, had to 
sell tickets to Captain Kanga- 
roo’s rehearsal to meet the de- 
mand from parents and children 
who wanted to attend the chil- 
dren’s concert. Even then, extra 
seats had to be brought into the 
concert hall to accommodate 
the crowd. 


The success of these concerts 
is, of course, due primarily to 
the love that kids have for Cap- 
tain Kangaroo. His gentleness 
and warmth and his ability to 
create on television the wonder- 
ful world of a child’s imagina- 
tion has won for his program all 
kinds of awards, including the 
coveted George Foster Peabody 
award for excellence in the 
field of children’s programming.

A rather shy young man of 
32, Keeshan has three children 
of his own—Michael, 7; Laurie, 
5, and Maeve, 4. He is now serv- 
ing his second term as a mem- 
ber of the board of education 
in Babylon, L. I., where he 
lives. 

Keeshan started at the bottom, 
as a page boy for NBC for $16 
a week. Building on an honest 
love of kids and a refusal to 
settle for anything less than 
complete wholesomeness, he 
reached a financial success even 


-he never dreamed of. Children 


have not been satisfied with 
Captain Kangaroo being part of 
their lives only on the TV 
screen; they and their parents 
created a demand for books, 
records, toys and games that 
have made him big business. 

After working as a page boy 
at the network office, he en- 
listed in the Marine Corps. Re- 
turning home he attended Ford- 
ham University at nights and 
worked during the daytime. 

From 1947 to 1952 he played 
Clarabelle, the clown, on “How- 
dy :* then Corny the 

Clown on “Time for Fun.” Then 
with a friend he developed 
“Tinker’s Workshop”’ on a local 
New York station and became 
such a hit that in 1955, CBS 
asked him and his partner to 
develop a new children’s pro- 
gram for network broadcasting. 
The result was ‘Captain Kan- 
garoo.” 

_ Keeshan attributes the success 
of Captain Kangaroo to the fact 
that ‘‘we talk the same language 
the children do.” 

“We meet them in a never- 
never land where they find real- 
ity,” he says. “We give them 
fantasy and we give them edu- 
cation—learning things about the 
world they are growing up in, 
but all as part of a simple hour 
of entertainment that happens to 
carry with it simple lessons in 
manners, safety, and bits of 
knowledge children are curious 
about. There is no slapstick, no 
terror, no horror.
